The house then took 
a vote on the house substitute for the sen- 
ate bill which provides that whenever any 
article of commerce is imported into any 
state from auy other state, territory, or 
foreiini nation, imd there held or offered 
for sail', it shall be subject to the laws of. 
that Mute, provided that no discrimina- 
tion sii-ill be made by any state in favor 
of the c-itizeus of that state against the 
citizri:« of r.ny other state; nor shall the 
trails; ortatkm of commerce through any 
state be. obstructed except in the neces- 
sary enforcement of the health laws of 
that slate.

ies has ordered a favorable report on the 
senate bill to place the American mer- 
chant marine on an equality with that of 
other nations. The provisions of the sen- 
ate Lill are almost identical with those of 
the house bill on the same subject, already 
reported favorably by the committee, and 
now on the house calendar. The senate 
bill will l>e called up for disposition in the 
house, and the hou^e hill will be tabled.

quest) a bill for th-j relief of the ilo-kaw- 
ho-ko baud of .Sac and Fox Indians.

hereafter iu ten annual installments for 
the money becoming due to the several 
other bands of Sac and Fox Indians, 
among whom the proportionate share of 
the Mo-kaw-ho-ko band was distributed.

of the sensational murder of Engineer 
Vandevauder in his cab near here Friday 
was reached 
Monday, when 
Fireman 


Roadhouse unburdened his mind and con- 
fessed to having inflicted the fatal blows 
upon his companion. 
He accompanies 


his story with details in which the pen 
of a Gaboriau would revel, and which 
stamp the mystery of three days as one 
to which the criminal annals of Ohio can 
show no superior. 
When the ticain was 


about to leave Franklin ho avers that 
Vandevancler with emphatiu 
profanity 


threatened to do him up. Their quarrel 
had been one of long standing, the engin- 
eer having been reported some time ago 
for drunkenness, and the bearer of the 
tale was thought by Vandevander to be 
his fireman. 
Seeing 
his companion's 


quarrelsome mood Roadhoufce sought to 
keep out of his way as much as possible, 
but his safety was short-lived. 


Ilondlmuae Attacked.

The Methodist church and the principal 
hotel are among the buildings destroyed.

THE ORIGIN OF THE HOSTILITIES. 


It Was Caused by the Kefutnl of San! 


Salvador to Con»«nt to the Union ol j 
the Five States—Mexico Takes a Hand 
In the Affair and Nicaragua and Coita 
ftlca Have Allied Themselves with Sun 
Salvador. 
NEW YORK, July S3.—Latest advices 


from Central America say that the war 
between Guatemala and San Salvador was 
precipitated by the final refusal of the 
latter to consent to the union of the five 
states long talked of. The reply to this 
effect was the signal for Guatemala to in- 
vade Sau Salvador with armed troops. 
Provisional President of San 
Salvador 


Gen. Ezeta took command of hie troops, 
who routed the invaders, much to the sur- 
prise and chagrin of the latter. So far as 
learned only forty were killed. Gen Ezets 
did not follow up the enemy, desiring only 
to preserve the integrity of his own ter- 
ritory. 
Prompted by this defeat 2,000 


Guatemalan troops are advancing to re- 
inforce the routed rank, and at the head 
of the combined forces of Guatemala is 
Gen. Alvarez, who aspires to be president 
of San Salvador, and hopes thus to force 
his cause by arms. Honduras, as an ally 
of Guatemala, is hurrying troops forward. 
Nicaragua and Costa Rick, for prudential 
reasons, have allied themselves with Sal- 
vador. 


Mexican Troopn on the Frontier. 


Mexico, although repeatedly appealed to 


by San Salvador, both for recognition and j 
assistance, has not until now shown her 
hand. She has, however, concentrated 
her troops on the Guatemalan frontier in 
the state of Cliiapias under the command 
of Gens. Rosa and Floras. Orders were 
issued Monday by the Mexican minister 
of war to these troops to invade the Guate- 
malan territory in case Guatemala should 
invade that of Salvador. Gen. Ezeta is 
doing his best to preserve order in Sun 
Salvador, and bos just dispatched a special 
envoy to the United States with a mani- 
festo as to what ha intend* as his pro- 
gramme toward the people of San Salva- 
dor. Guatemala has called his minister 
to the United States, who is now in Eu- 
rope, to return at once to Washington. 
Guatemala will also make an appeal to 
the United States for the latter's protec- 
tion as against Mexican interference.

Even since the strong provocation has 
noted the Introduction of the cloture de 
bate cannot be closed, except by the pre 
siding officer, under such circumstances and 
under such requirements of support from 
the Hoote as In that body secures a right of 
debate which Is much greater than in oui 
House of Representatives.

To make Hamlet mad would be to vio- 


late a dramatic law that Shakespeare him- 
self created and most carefully observes 
through all his plays, vie., contrast in char- 
acter. Poor Tom's deceit l» tbe toil to 
Lear's madness; so conversely Ophelia's 
madness Is ,ths foil to Hamlet's feigning. 
Ophelia is mad In fact, Hamlet hut in 
craft; 'and to make the madness of both a 
reality w*uld be to duplicate types, a fault 
the genius of the great dramatist could 
not allow him to commit. Melancholy in- 
deed he if, but not mad, nor Is be thought 
so by any about him. He is on one of the 
approaches to the insane state, but no far- 
ther on the way than is necessary to give 
color to the change when made, &nd not 
far enough for the king to conuect it with 
his father's death. 


What can be more conclusive evidence 


of sanity (though vexed by mental com- 
plexities and physical perturbation) than 
Hamlet's words to Horatio to set him 
right in the eyes of the world — to 
tell his story; how he 
WHS enjoined, 


by the dread visitation of his father's 
ghost, to avenge lu» murder; how he 
had put on the antic disposition to cov- 
er his real designs; how he hud slain 
Polonius by mistake and driven jbJs daugh- 
ter to frenzy aud death; the queen poison- 
ed, Lnertcs dead and his own death closing 
tbe eventful history.—James E. Murdoch 
in Forum. 


Swimmers Are Like Port*. 


Boys, as a rule, should begin to learn 


hpvf to swim when 7 vears old. No one is 
too old to learn how to swim if he has 
sufficient physical force. I can teach any 
boy in ten lessons to swim. Boys should 
never be thrown into the water over their 
heads and left to struggle in order that 
they may learn how to swim. In fact a 
boy should never be frightened or atrll 
unei>sy ivhcn he «oeb to the tank of tlie 
niitiitorium to be taught the first move- 
ments in swimming. It is one of my rules 
to let l)oy» run around and get used to the 
tunk and its MiiToundiugs before I begin 
to teach tlieiu. The water must besbiU-

It i-> no sinecure to tench a boy how to 


swim, but I enjoy seeing progress, and In 
ten lessons my pupils swim easily. Great 
swimmers, like poets, are born and not 
uittde. Byron swam the Hellespont, a dis 
tauce of some three miles, which was 
thought a great feat in his time. Any or- 
dinary swimmer now con cover a greater 
distance aud nothing would be thought of 
it.—Gus Sundstrom in New York Mall 
and Express.

Hops and Beef ID England. 


It now transpires that the best English 


beef comes from Normandy, that tbe best 
English hops come from Germany, that 
the best English mutton comes from New 
Zealand and Buenos Ayres. The German 
hops are picferable to the Englibh, for the 
reason that they are of a better quality. 
Tbe English grower has made the mistake 
of seeking to secure a large yield, while 
the German has devoted time and care 
toward securing a large and perfect fruit. 
The consequence 1s that two pounds of 
German bops arc for practical purposes 
equal to three pounds of English hops; so 
the German offers in an English market 
at a cheaper price a product iu the pro 
vision of which England has heretofore 
boaste<l that none could compete with he.1.

All the peanuts raised in this couutry 


are consumed in the United States except 
a few exported to Canada. None are im 
ported. The dlHtributing points are Nor- 
Folk, Petersburg and Smithfield, Va., In 
the east, where some eight or ten establish- 
ments ara located. Cincinnati, Bvansville 
and St. Louis are distributing centers in 
ttie west. St. Louis us a peanut market Is 
a growth of the last seven years, but al- 
most the whole northern and northwestern 
trade is supplied from here, one dealer 
sloiw handling from 40,000 to 00,000 bags, 
or 300,000 bushels, every year. This is about 
one-third of the whole crop.—St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

HELD ON A GRAVE CHARGE. 


Accused of Being the Aa»tuuit of lira. 


Folter. 


Marshal Mason had received word last 


night from no less than four places that the 
assailant of Mrs. Ambrose Foster had been 
seen In each place 
The messages were 


received from Lake City, Mt. Auburn, 
Stonlngton, and Niantic. 
The marshal 


thought, however, that if any of the places 
had the right man It was Niantic. 


There a man answering closely the de- 


scription published yesterday morning was 
arrested just about 1 o'clock last night by 
Constable Kltch of Niantic. He had be«ra 
seen in company with another stranger on 
the road east 
of 
Niantic 
late 
in 


the 
afternoon. 
The 
constable 
was 


struck at first glance by the resemblance of 
the fellow to the one described by Mrs. 
Foster, and If he is not the same one, he is 
nearer like him than one pea Is like another. 


The man Is about five feet six Inches tall, 


has dark hair, a black mustache, and wore a 
soft black hat, with narrow rim, a black 
coat and dark trousers. That is the descrip- 
tion exactly of the man who assaulted Mrs. 
Foster. 


Yet only half the people of Niantic really 


believe he is the man wanted, because he 
takes the matter very coolly, and tells a 
very good story for himself. He said his 
name is Charles Satley, that he lives at 
Franklin, Mo., but has been for some time 
working near Springfield, where be was on 
Monday. Yesterday he got on the local 
freight at Dalton, just this side of Spring- 
field, rode to Illlopolis and from there 
walked 
to 
Niantic. 
He 
was 
go- 


Ing 
to 
a place east of 
Niantic, 


where he knows a man and thought he 
could get work. He claimed to be able to 
prove that he was not near the Foster resi- 
dence on Monday, and dida't even know 
where it was. He did not appear to be 
uneasy, showed no alarm, and did not say 
anything more than was recessary to an- 
swer questions. That he answers the de- 
scription, however, was shown by what 
happened after his arrest. 


Soon after he had been taken in charge 


by Constable Kltch, word was sent to Mr. 
Foster, who lives near Harristown. He 
held a conversation over the telephone 
with the officer at Niautic, and by giving a 
number of details in description confirmed 
the opinion that the right man had been 
caught. Then Foster drove to Niantic. 
The suspected man was placed in a crowd 
of 50 and was at ouca picked out by 
Foster.

and Mrs. Sliehau, it was incomplete In 
some particulars, and be could not more 
than say that Satley appeared to be the man. 


It was decided that Satley should be

in any self respecting newspaper it is not 
customary becaasa, if for no other reason, it 
would be committing the policy of the paper 
into the hands ot the reporters. Now the 
reporter Is first and always a newsgattaer 
and should print the news just as he finds 
the 
facts 
to 
be. 
Conclusions and 


inferences should 
be 
left 
to 
the 


editorial department, where the general 
policy of the paper is dictated. 
When, 


however, tbe editor of a paper Is a coward 
as well as a slanderer, it sometimes hup 
pens that he uses the reporters' cloak to 
shield his own despicable meanness, and 
makes the report of tbe meeting of a public 
body, as tbe city council for instance, the 
vehicle through which to vent his own per- 
sonal grievances, prejudices and petty jeal- 
ousies. Nothing can be more contemptible 
than sucli a procedure, but when an editor 
who has the instincts of a blackguard, with 
out even the poor courage of the bully, 
wants to avenge some fancied slight, it Is 
not unlikely that he would adopt some such 
means. 


It is to be supposed that the citizen who is 


in search of Information Is disposed to blame 
some newspaper reporter. 
We feel war- 


ranted in assuring him that the reporter 
was guiltless. 
He stated the facj^ as they 


were recorded. 
And it was the malignant 


and cowardly psn of his superiors that In- 
jected the venomous innuendoes that seemed 
so out of place to our inquirer, and If he 
has a particular instance in miud and we 
presume that he has the inference would 
not be that such a procedure, is "custom- 
ary;" it could only be regarded as "cussed 
ness."
